Interest investments are
derived from short and long
term bank securities in which
short term surpluses are in-
vested, Rupert said, The
monies are recéived by the
city treasurer's office and are
not immediately needed for
operation of the city,

Sciarrotta said one major
indication of the success of
the investments is the fact
that many cities are forced
to borrow monies for opera-
tional expenses because reve-
nues are not collected fast
enough,
